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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed August 8, 2006 has been entered. Claims 1-31 have been cancelled. 
Claims 32-36 have been newly added. 

Accordingly, Claims 32-36 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and v^as published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,763,41 6 (Bonadio et al., filed 2/1 8/1 994). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon the earlier 
effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Bonadio et al. disclose a method for delivery of DNA to cells of a host vertebrate species. 
Example XI describes the use of small intestinal submucosa (SIS) to deliver marker genes to regenerating 
tendon tissue. SIS material was prepared from a segment of pig jejunum. Mesenteric tissue was 
removed, the segment was inverted, and the mucosa and superficial submucosa were removed using a 
mechanical abrasion technique. The segment was returned to its original orientation and the serosa and 
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muscle layers were removed using the mechanical abrasion technique. Thus, as set forth in the instant 
claims, both the tunica muscularis and the luminal portion of the tunica mucosa were removed. SIS 
soaked in a plasmid DNA solution was implanted as an Achilles' tendon graft or a cruciate ligament graft 
in mongrel dogs, p-galactosidase activity was detected in all tendons that received the SIS+plasmid 
graft. 

Thus, the claimed invention is disclosed in the prior art.
